London, Nov. 22 (A P )—French troops captured the Mag* 
mot line fortress city of Muihouse today and part of the 
.stair of the imperiled German 19th Army while Americans 
to the north punched within 23 miles of the greater strong­ 
hold of Strasbourg on the Rhine 
The breakthrough of the ti. S. Seventh anti the French 
First Armies on the southern end of the western front erased 
a definite German front along the northern sloj>e of the dif­ 
ficult Vosges mountains, encrusted in snow. 
More than 1,000 prisoners surrendered with the staff 
officers at Muihouse, normally a humming industrial city of 
96,671, 61 miles southwest of Strasbourg. 
Once a free city 
of Alsace, it lies nine miles from the German frontier on 
a tributary of the Rhine. 
Penetrate Defenses Of Saveme (Jap 
The drive on Strasbourg (193,000) carried through Ger­ 
man defenses before the Sa Verne Gap and ten miles beyond 
the French communications center of Sarjehourg, where 
three railroads and ll highways converge. 
Slow and painful progress was reported in the Aachen 
sector in the north, where Americans fought nearly a half 
mile into industrial Eschweiler and drove the Germans back 
against the Hoer river, first major terrain obstacle on the 
Cologne plain. 
Melancholy German broadcasts said great tank battles 
were being fought all the way from Aachen to the Swiss 
border and “exceed in violence anything hitherto known 
since the invasion of Europe." 
“Von Rundstedt’s armies have to cope with a task of the 
greatest magnitude but no tw ith stan d in g some local suc­ 
cesses of the Allies, the positions of the German forces in 
the west are still very strong,” Berlin said. 
Street Fighting In Belfort 
Violent street fighting continued in the southern part of 
Relfort and a French communique said “the fall of the cita­ 
del is Imminent." 
Between the two flanks of the 75-mile southern front, the 
Germans pulled hack toward the Rhine as the Allied offen­ 
sive tore through the snowy valleys of the Vosges. 
The 
Allies were IO miles beyond the communications center of 
Sarrebourg and past Nazi defenses in front of the Saverne 
Gap, a northern corridor to the Rhine plain. 
At tin* upper end of the southern front some units spear­ 
ed ahead as much as 15 miles in 21 hours. Others, however, 
gained by slow yards in hard contested fighting. 
Perhaps the most severe battle on the entire western 
front was in progress in the German area beyond Aachen, 
where the American First Army dug almost half a mile into 
the industrial town of Eschweiler, rooting out the Germans 
one at a time. 
Gen. Dwight I). Eisenhower’s communique 
said his troops “penetrated some distance into Eschweiler.” 
British 2nd Army Advancing 
From north to south, the front looked like this: 
The British Second Army captured Maasbree and moved 
to a point four miles west ot V’enlo. It reached the outskirts 
of Baarlo, four miles southeast of the Dutch border town of 
27,000, and reached the edge of Sevenum, six miles north­ 
west of Menlo. 
The IT. S. Ninth Army gained up to more than two miles, 
overrunning nine towns yesterday, and then kept right on 
overnight, adding two more miles. The Ninth battled its way 
into Fronhoven, three miles northeast of Eschweiler. 
High 
ground overlooking both Linnich and Julich, fortified towns 
on the Boer river harrier, was captured and the Americans 
moved within sight of the river itself. 
The American First Army was fighting a hard battle in 
Eschweiler, strongpoint six miles northeast of Aachen. 
The American Third Army was running into a harder 
crust of German defenses inside Germany—minefields, road 
blocks, antitank barriers and a curtain of artillery in the 
forefield of the Siegfried line. The Third has an 11-mile line 
inside Germany.
